“Clark Howell was born at Erwin-| 
ton, S. €., September 21, 1863. His 
father, Evan P. Howell, was at the 
time a captain of infantry in the Con- 
federate army and his mother, Mrs. 
Julia Erwin Howell, was a refugee 
at her childhood home, having left 
Atlanta before the city was captured 
by General Sherman. 

“Clark Howell received his early 
education in the schools of Atlanta 
and graduated in the class of 1883 at 
the University of Georgia.

NEW YORK.—It was on my birth- 
day 22 years ago that I saw my first 
puffs of white and black smoke burst- 
ing in the sky above the village of 
Ploegstraete not far from pres.

Forgotten were the girls who had 
brought flowers to decorate our bay- 
onets at the metropolitan railway sta- 
tions. The cakes and chocolates had 
been finished long ago. Heavy clumps 
of clay clung to your shoes. You 
drank by sticking out your lower lip 
and catching the rivulets of rain that 
streamed down from your steel hat. 

I carried a rifle, an entrenching 
tool, 100 rounds of ammunition, two 
blankets, a great coat and 35 pounds 
weight of miscellaneous stuff. 
chewed issue-tobacco, the vilest rot- 
gut ever dished out to man, to hide 
my nervousness. I swallowed chunk 
after chunk that first night at the 
front, but could not tell now whether 
it was fear, or the tobacco, which 
made me nauseous. 

Very-lights had shown the Ger- 
mans clearly where we were moving 
up in a long snake-like procession. 
They waited till 10 in the evening 
before taking the division under direct 
fire when they knew that every shot 
would be a hit. At midnight the 
high-explosive made men fall over like 
nine pins. 

Lieutenant Parmenton was the first 
to drop. He was the son of a sena- 
tor and carried a silver-framed pho- 
tograph of a girl in his hand when 
a fragment of iron carried away the 
top of his skull. By the light of a 
match we spread a blanket to keep 
his brains from mixing with the mud 
and left him there by the roadside. 

At three in the morning we had 
our water bottles filled with rum. I 
drank that pint down as if it had 
been lemonade. It was the first alco- 
hol I ever tasted in my life. It left 
me in a sort of stupor. In that stupor 
I said all the prayers I knew and 
vowed that I would do anything God 
should ask, be it even burying my- 
self amongst lepers in middle Africa, 
if I could only live to see the dawn. 

The dawn came with an intensified 
barrage. By 9 o'clock the battalion 
had lost 1,300 of its 2,000 men, in- 
cluding the colonel and half the offi- 
cers. I had lost all my equipment. 
We were told to dig trenches as the 
first lines were wavering and begin- 
ning to fall back. I dug with my 
bare hands like a rat and fell forward 
in the hole I had made when the 
line 500 yards ahead broke and the 
defenders came streaming back, terror- 
stricken, ragged, with blanched faces. 
clay-smeared, powder-daubed and 
bloody. 

Ash-grey men in coal-scuttle hel- 
mets loomed up behind them, moving 
methodically. The command to fire 
was given. I pulled my trigger. I 
saw a man fall. I burst into tears. 
I threw my rifle down. Major Dabun- 
ton saw me do it. He knocked me 
over the head with his revolver. He 
was a friend of my father’s. Another 
might have executed me on the spot. 
For such is the law in that lawless 
chaos called war. 

The rifle grew hot. My hands 
were blistered. One trouser leg had 
been torn off gn a strand of barbed 
wire. My eyes smarted. The rain 
came down in torrents. ‘Thank God, 
I said to myself, I will have pneu- 
monia in an hour. Pneumonia did 
not come. Instead more Germans 


;came and at last, at last the shrill 


whistle giving the signal to fall back. 
I threw my tunic off and ran. 1 
never ran so fast in my life. I ran 
till I came to what I later knew to 
be the village of Wulverdinghe and 
slept in a pig sty, 48 hours in a 
Straight stretch and woke up very 
hungry.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


DESTINATION ‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Where the world is going 
is the chief topic everywhere here, from the east 
room down to the kitchen drawing rooms of the proletariat. The best 
available data on the subject are probably those being furnished privately’ 
by top economists employed by business authorities to find out what 
is coming. Their views represent at least the most sincere effort to 
penetrate the confusing mass of political propaganda in the search for 
realistic facts. ; 
They may not be right, but they should know more about it than 
anyone else, whether or not they do. 
Among the most trustworthy of these survey predictions now in cir- 
culation behind the scenes are these: 


UNITED STATES The Roosevelt purpose may now be clearly 
defined by piecing together the events.of the last 


30 days. The government reorganization plan, plus the budget, plus 
the NRA promises, plus the Wallace farm control program, plus the 
move to get control of the supreme court shows the prospect. It is a 
federal government about twice as big and twice as strong as any known 
in a democracy before. It might be called a ‘“‘socialized democracy” based 
on the assumption of federal responsibility to cure immediate group ills 
now, all ills of all groups later. The immediate objective is to establish 
and maintain standards of living arbitrarily for organized labor and farm 
groups first. This involves federal control of industrial prices (new NRA, 
hour and wage control, taxes, credit and monetary policy, etc.) and 
farm prices (production control, crop insurance, etc.). It will require 
a seven, eight or nine billion dollar annual government cost, to be fi- 
nanced from taxes. Meaning a further increase will necessarily be made 
possible next year. (Deficit financing cannot be continued longer.) The 
unavoidable effect of this expansion of responsibility will be further ex- 
pansion to include federal control for: health, education, all housing, 
whatever group ills crop up. It is questionable whether such responsi- 
bility can be exercised through democratic processes indefinitely over 
a period of years, because of the variety of conflicting dissatisfactions 
and desires among varying selfish voting groups (employers, labor, etc.) 
The tendency will be toward further and further expansion of arbitrary 
federal authority to enforce its responsibility, and there seems to be 
room for doubt whether such a movement can be kept indefinitely within 
the form of democratic processes. 

Note—The President’s court move is jast a phase. If congress de- 
feats him, his government reorganization plan probably will also be de- 
feated and he will be stopped all along the line, but just for the present. 
He is certain to continue to pursue the same objectives in another man- 


ner. 


GERMANY The high tide of Hitler seems to have been reached, Evi- 

dence is accumulating that the army general staff has the 
strongest hand on the reins of power, also that the Nazi party and Hit- 
ler are no longer synonymous. With his control over all the avenues of 
expression of popular opinion, it is difficult to ascertain the extent of 
his popular weakness, although his economic weakness is obvious. 

There is no one in the party capable of supplanting him. Hence, a 
military control probably will come next, in the form of a regency on a 
monarchial restoration, possibly before the end of 1937, probably in 
1938. 

A German-made war is extremely unlikely, but a collapse of Nazism 
only a matter of time. : 


JAPAN The nation is economically extended. Manchukuo has been 

a liability rather than an asset. The weakness of the yen is 
supposed to be planned, but is probably genuine. Unrest among the 
army politicians is growing. An army regime is likely to be established 
during the course of the year. Yet no Japanese-made war is considered 
likely. 


RUSSIA Stalin seems to be making concessions fast to popular pres- 

sure. His proposed constitution may not have been offered 
entirely in good faith, but is nevertheless a concession to the democratic 
idea. His staged trials betrayed his nervousness concerning his asso- 
ciates. A further weakening of principles is to be expected as he tries 
to whip his army and nation into the propem spirit for national defense, 


rather than for an international revolution. 

ITALY Fascism has made little headway outside Italy in the last year 
—not even in Spain. Mussolini is still suffering economically 

from his victory in Ethiopia. His dictatorship is secure, but his economic 

position weak. He never enacts the same role twice, and is likely to 

emerge soon as leader of a peace boom or a disarmament boom to cover 

his position. 


ENGLAND The position of the Baldwin government never seemed 

stronger than when it defeated Mrs. Simpson for Queen. 
But there is some question whether Baldwin could defeat anyone else. 
Left-wing movements are active, the conservative movement almost non- 
existent. Some are predicting the fall of the Baldwin regime within a 
year, in the pinch of rising prices and low interest rates. 


NO. 1 ANONYM The man behind Mr. Roosevelt’s move to get 
control of the supreme court is not even in Who’s 
Who. Few disciples of the new order here know him. He rarely has 
appeared in public with the President. His name seldom is mentioned in 
newspapers, except in the social columns, whére he last appeared as the 
only overnight guest of the President during the inauguration. If he has 
made any speeches, they are not on record here, and few seem to know 
him or his record. 
Yet Justice Samuel I. Rosenman, of the New York state supreme 
court, has been a secret judicial adviser of the President throughout the

y Clifford Townsend, the 
Of Indiana Governor of Indiana,

days. It probably is a great outrage 
to bar from a troubled zone people 
who may reasonably be suspected of 
ornery intentions, but that is the way 
things have been going in these free 
states for some time. When it is a 
matter of money for. relief, local im- 
provements and local public pay rolls 
the U. S. A. is all one great big na- 
tion and state lines are imaginary. 
But California, Colorado and Florida 
have imposed interstate immigration 
restrictions, with money as the only 
qualification for entry and a desire 
for honest work a proof of sinister 
purpose; New York exacts an extra 
income tax from Americans who work 
here but live in the adjacent suburbs 
of New Jersey and charges Amer- 
icans from other cities for the use of 
their roads in transit. In Indiana, at 
least Governor Townsend will discover 
wide approval of anything he may 
have to do to exclude a rush of people 
schooled in the arts of martyrdom to 
a town where trouble already had 
boiled over.

First Weather Bureau. 


The first United States government 
weather bureau was instituted, with 
the approval by the President (Grant) 
of a bill assigning meteorological du- 
ties to the signal corps of the army. 
Its first chief was Brigadier General 
Albert James Myer. By November of 
that year he had 24 bureaus estab- 
lished in the country to exchange tele- 
graphic information upon which fore- 
casts could be based. 

In 1856, when Smithsonian Institu- 
tion began: collecting weather informa- 
tion by telegraph, farmers and busi- 
nessmen were not interested in it. Not 
until the value of the systematized 
weather service developed by Cleve- 
land Abbe for the Cincinnati Chamber 
of Commerce had been demonstrated 
impressively, was there a demand for 
a government weather bureau.

HEALTH TALKS

From the experience of generations 
of people everywhere, plumps an emi- 
nent medical professor in a recent ad- 
dress before a national medical go- 
ciety, there can be no doubt that ex- 
posure to cooling after being over- 
heated, or excessive cooling of the ex- 
tremities particularly after wetting of 
the feet or sitting in a draft, will in 


most subjects cause nasal obstruce: 


tion, sneezing and watery secretions, 
True, indeed, and isn’t it annoy- 
ing? 

But the subject of the doctor’s ad- 
dress was “The Common Cold,” and 
in the circumstances one is justified 
in assuming that “the common cold” 
is some kind of illness, otherwise why 
was the emininent physician discuss- 
ing it? The universal experience cited 
by the speaker, or as much of it as 
one can collect and analyze is con- 
vicing on this point, namely, that only 
rarely does the individual who suffers 
such nasal obstruction, sneezing and 
water, secretions from exposure to 
cold or wet or both develop any ill- 
ness. Ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred the annoying obstruction, stuffi- 
ness, sneezifig or running at the nose 
clears away and is forgotten within 
an hour or less if the victim can get 
out of the draft or get warmed up 
again one way or another. 

The professor concluded his address 
with a strange appeal: “Since it is 
apparent that no rational means are 
available to prevent or treat the com- 


mon cold on the basis of the hypoth- 


To save time and get down to the 
meat of the great matter, we move 
that the following arguments or ob-

In many opinions, the only consti- 
tutional amendment which would give 
congress power to pass the legislation 
upon which the supreme court’s major- 
ity now frowns, would include so 
many additional powers (or be subject 
to such possibly far-reaching interpre- 
tations in years to come) that our 
American system is less menaced by a 
change in the court than by a change 
in the constitution. If this is true, 
and the President wins, history may 
write him one day as savior of both 
the capitalist system and the Ameri- 
can constitution, of the one by um- 
piring and regulating it against its 
own suicide in favor of éollectivism, 
of the other by employing his pop- 
ularity to assure constitutional inter- 
pretations compatible with the thrice- 
expressed will of the people.

If a person is subject to any form 
of arthritis, or “rheumatism” if you 
insist, cold is almost certain to make 
him suffer more and warmth as cer- 
tainly keeps him comfortable. Arth- 
ritis .patients nearly always do het- 
ter in summer than in winter, in a 
warm climate than in a cold one, in 
a dry region than in a damp one. Rut 
this is not a peculiarity of arthritis 
or “rheumatism.” It applies as well 
to most of the ills flesh is heir to. 

Speaking as plain Ol’ Doe Brady, 
acute arthritis or “rheumatism” other 
than infectious (caused by bacterial 
invasion of joint tissues) is conceiv- 
able to my mind and there are only 
three specific types or forms of 
chronic arthritis or “rheumatism,” 
namely, infectious, nutritional and 
traumatic. Cold or dampness is not a 
cause of any form of arthritis or 
“rheumatism,” though warmth and 
dryness always give sufferers the most 
comfort or relief.

The Anniston company, a leading 
Alabama textile organization, con- 
tends that the act of 1936 limiting re- 
funds on processing taxes to those 
operators who did not pass the tax 
on to those who bought their goods is 
unconstitutional. 

The supreme court review was 
granted yesterday after several efforts 
on the part of mill operators to ob- 
tain a review. 

Sutherland, Tuttle & Brennan, At- 
lanta lawyers. representing the An- 
niston Manufacturing Company, said 
the facts in the case govern the situa- 
tions of Georgia mill operators. It is 
estimated that between $40,000,000 
and $50,000,000 in Georgia money is 
involved in the case. 

Special Law Passed. 

After the supreme court a year 
ago held that the AAA and its proc- 
cessing taxes were unconstitutional 
congress enacted a special law restrict- 
ing the refunds under the act making 
it necessary for the taxpayers to show 
that they themselves had absorbed the 
tax. Several suits were filed direct- 
ly against the United States govern- 
ment but the supreme court refused 
to review these. 

The present case was filed against 
Harwell G. Davis, federal collector of 
internal revenue for Alabama as an 
individual. 

Federal Judge David I. Davis, of 
Rirmingham, before whom the case 
was first tried, ruled for Collector Da- 
vis and upheld the constitutionality of 
the refund act. The Anniston com- 
pany appealed and the circuit court 
of appeals declined to set aside the de- 
cision. The Atlanta firm then asked 
for the review by the supreme court. 

Congressional Rule Opposed. 

The Anniston Company contended 
congress does not have the right to 
place any restrictions on the refund 
of taxes collected under unconstitu- 
tional laws. 

The Anniston case will be argued 
before the supreme court on March 
S, only three weeks from yesterday,

set for argument on March 1, a week 
from next Monday.

HIGH COURT TO RULE 
ON “AAA RESTRICTION” 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15,.--P)— 
The supreme court agreed today to 
pase on a fest case to determine the 
constitutionality of legislation restrict- 
ing government refunds of the old 
AAA’s processing and floor stock 
TAtTeS, 

At issue is a provision of the 1936 
revenue act. It declares that process- 
ors seeking refunds must prove they 
bore the expense themselves and did 
not pass if on to eonsumers. Collec- 
tions of the taxes totaled more than 
£1.000,000,000 before the AAA was in- 
validated. 

Must Be Returned. 

In a decision on January 13, 1936, 
the supreme court ruled that $200,- 
000.000 of this amount, which had 
been impounded in federal courts, must 
be returned to the taxpayers. It de- 
clined to pass at that time on the le- 


gality of the proof required for recov- 
ery if the taxes actually had been! 
paid into the federal treasury.

Cook with skin side up to keep meat 
juices intact. When done, add a tittle 
water. Allow fowl to simmer on back 
of the stove. Cooking time is about 
two hours. Serve on platter with 
gravy poured over chicken. 

Mrs. C. D. MeCutchen, mother of 
State Senator Kelly McCutchen: Use 
chicken weighing about two pounds, 
Disjoint, chill overnight. Dredge in 
flour seasoned with salt, pepper. Fry 
in deep fat until brown on both sides.

Contract Bridge 


By ELY OULBERTSON, 
World's Ohampion Player and Greatest 
Card Analyst. 


Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbertson’s latest 
work on contract, the “Gold Book 
of Bidding and Play,” which is be- 
ing reproduced in this column in 
daily installments. 


THREE NO TRUMP. 

The take-out in three no trump is 
a highly specialized bid to show: (a) 
three and one-half to four honor 
tricks, with every suit stopped; (b) 
4-3-3-3 distribution. 

With this limited range of honor 
and distributional values, the three 
no trump response is so informative 
that it should be made even when 
holding a biddable suit, or _ strong 
support for partner’s suit, ,perhaps 
enough to justify a double raise. 

The three no trump take-out is a 
limit bid, its minimum and maximum 
being scarcely more than one-half an 
honor tfick apart. Nevertheless, it is 
quite incorrect to get the impression 
that it is a stop bid. There really is 
no such thing as a stop bid unless, 
perhaps, it is a sign-off, and particu- 
larly not when the responding hand 
shows a minimum of three and one- 
half honor tricks. The three no trump 
response is, however, valuable in flash- 
ing a warning signal to partner when 
his own distribution is balanced and 
seven and one-half honor tricks are 
unlikely to produce a slam. 

The three no trump take-out rarely 
should be made without at least a 
probable stopper in every suit. With 
one suit wide open. the two no trump 
response is available. 

The following justify a take-out of 
three no trump when partner has 
made an opening bid of one in any 
snit:

But this year a wire and a cocker spaniel went right 
down to the finish line with the imported wire winning. 

Dog shows are great affairs. They practically have 
been taken over by the professionals. The dog lover is 
quite rare in this group. The professional handlers do 
all the showing and an amateur who takes his pooch to 
the show because he thinks it is a good one, has two 
strikes on him before he starts. 

The professional knows how to use chalk in the coats of

real life. This is the same position which the horse show 
people like. The hoss gets his front feet out together and his 
hack feet ou behind him. He is all spraddled out in a position

| of liver to cause the dog to perk up and look sharp. Some of 


them use a small imitation mouse flavored with catnip or choc- 
olate. And this is supposed to make the dog perk up and act 
alive. 

Those dogs which have their ears trimmed because style 
decrees it, will have their ears perked up for them. No one 
will recall the long weeks in which the knife-trimmed ears re- 
mained in a wire frame. 

There doesn’t seem to be much love for a dog at a dog 
But then, maybe there is. 


THE DOGS KNOW. 
The dogs who travel the circuit and whose lives are just 
one crate and show ring after another, soon learn the act. 
They know what they are there for. I have seen some of 
the dogs which had won at major shows .across a span of a 
couple of years, act just about as a professional team acts In 
baseball or basketball. Or any other sport. 

They come out of their crates, yawn and stfetch. 
And then walk around a bit. They yawn some more 
and then sit around and look. 

They submit to a little trimming here and there and 
some more chalk in the coat or some other treatment 
with a bored air. 

But once the show is on they do their act. They are 
appealing little cusses, even when made artificial for 
show purposes. There were 25,000 people at the 
Madison Square Garden Westminster show. And they 
went a bit wild about the English winner.

An amazed gallery saw the fighting

RIDICULOUS, SAYS 
GOMEZ OF YANKS 
NEW SALARY BID 


Ruppert Boosts Original 
Offer to $10,000, But 
Lefty Is Insulted.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—(4)—Ver- 
non Gomez may be “goofy,”’ but not 
enough to pitch for the New York 
Yankees for $10,000. 

Togged in his most conservative 
gray suit, Gomez spent a stormy 10 
minutes crying in Colonel Jake Rup- 
pert’s brewery today. The colonel 
boosted his original offer to $10,000. 
Gomez termed this “ridiculous” and 
walked out. 

The Yankees already had announced 
the signing of Pitcher Pat Malone and 
Outfielder Myril Hoag when Gomez 
telephoned the colonel. 

“He told me to come over at 11 
o’clock,” explained “Lefty.’’ “I was 
there 15 minutes ahead of time, he 
told me to come right in, and I was 
out of there before I was due.” 

Gomez last year received $20,000. 
He did not have a good year, though 
he won 13 games and lost 7. The Yan- 
kees offered him $7,500 in his original 
1937 contract. ; 

QUIT GOLF GAME. 


“T was on the 14th hole of a golf 
course down in Bermuda when that 
contract arrived,” described Lefty. 
“They brought it out to me on the 
course. I read it and didn’t play an- 
other stroke. I hit my ball into the 
trees and started for the clubhouse.” 

Gomez said the contract ruined his 
vacation, and added: “‘But it’s just as 
well I came away from there. Guys 
making $7,500 have no right taking 
vacations in Bermuda.” 

The Yankee pitcher said he will go 
back and talk to Colonel Ruppert 
again. 

“T can see the colonel’s point of 
view. He has paid me $40,000 in the 
last two years. He told me this morn- 
ing he paid me that because in 1934 
I was the best pitcher in the Ameri- 
ean league. He also told me he didn’t 
think I was the best in the last two 
vears. I agree with him, and I agree 
I ought to take a cut, but not a cut 
like he suggests.’’ 

MORE EXPERIENCED. 

Gémez pointed out that he made 
more than $7,500 with the Yankees 
in 1932. He reasons that he is more 
experienced and worth more now than 
he was then. 

As “lefty” remembers it, he has 
made $98,957 with the Yankees since 
1930. $83.500 in salary and the rest 
in World Series money. He says the 
Yankees paid him the following sal- 
aries: 1930. $5,000; 1931. $6.500; 
1932, $8,000; 1933, $12, - 1934, 
$12,500; 1935, $20,000, and 1936, 
$20,000. 

Lefty admits this is good money, 
but describes the Ruppert’s offer as 
“humiliating.” He says he pitched 
some ball when he was in Bermuda 
and never felt better in his life.

Although losses ran from 1 to 
around 3 points in some industrial 
leaders near midday, closing prices 
were somewhat above their bottoms.

Chief 
losers were the steel and motor shares 
which had advanced so sensationally 
last week. 

The Street never sells on strike or 
labor news but traders are inclined to 
wait momentarily to see what direc- 
tion the C. I. O. organization efforts 
take. | 

Meanwhile steel continued to furnish 
the most satisfying report for the mar- 
ket. The American Iron & Steel In- 
stitute reported operations this week 
scheduled at 81.6 per cent of capacity, 
a gain of one point over the preceding 
week and the highest operating rate 
since February 18, 1930. This in- 
dicates production during the week of 
1,068,784 tons, the highest output in 
the industry since August, 1929, when 
the monthly average was 1,114,918 
tons.
